A reception in Belle Glade 
Tuesday marked “an ending and 
a beginning,” US Army district 
engineer Col. Herman Schull 
told a group of federal, state, 
and local officials, and others 
who gathered at the Legion Hall 
to celebrate the completion of 
nine levees extending 123 miles 
in the Central and South Flo: 
ida Flood Control District. 

Speaking at the end of day- 
long dedication ceremonies, Col. 
Schull said, “It is fitting that 
we end up here today in this 
rich agricultural area, Fitting 
because our first directive from 
Congress ordered us to take 
steps to protect the lower east 
coast of Florida from’ flood wa- 
ters. Our second directive, was 
to protect the agricultural area 
around the Lake. We are now 
celebrating the completion 
levees to protect the lower east 
coast, and the beginning of the 
line of levees to encircle this 
area,” 

‘The levees nearing completion 


extend from Luke Okeechobee | 


just south of the St. Lucie Canal, 
southeast to 20-Mile Bend and 
on down to the west of Home- 
stead.

Two ‘Down, 
Two To Go 
On Bridges 


The State Road Department at 
its meeting in Tallahassee Nov, 
20 received bids on two new 
bridges to replace the traffic 
hazards at Six-Mile Bend ahd 
Canal Point, 

Low bidder was Cleary Bros, 
Construction Co, West Palm 
Beach, which figured $357,425 
would complete the job. 

The Six-Mile Bend project 
envisages a coneréte and steel 
bridge a little to the northwest 
of the present site, and a con- 
crete box culvert a mile north- 
west of the bend 

The Canal Point project calls 
for a concrete and steel bridge 
and paving of SR 15 and 700 

The bridges to be replaced are 
wooden and steel spans about 30 
years old. Both are narrow one- 
way bridges, involving abrupt 
right turns in one or other di 
rections. The bridge at Si 
Mile has been termed “Death 
Trap No. 1.” 

Still uncalled for are bids on 
two other Glades bridges for 
which money was budgeted 21 
months ago—those at Lake Har- 
bor, where a tragedy in July 
claimed three lives, and the 
narrow-oné way bridge over the 
North New River Canal at

Both he and Jones complain-| 
ed also about the imposition of 
a! bond of five cents per pound, 
to assure the CCC that each! 
bale of fiber would reach the| 
manufacturer exactly as it had 
been graded. 

Previously, the government 
had proposed that the growers; 
furnish a bond of indefinite] 
time, assuring that fiber in bale 
would be the same as the pulled 
sample. “No bonding company 
would consider such a proposal,” 
Blank said, both because of the 
indefinite time limit, and be 
cause there was no assuranc 
once the fiber left the govern: 
ment’s hands, that any given! 
bale would be the same as it was 
when sold. 

Last year, the two men said, 
American Kenaf had suffered a 
loss in the first attempt at pro- 
ducing the fiber; this year, the 
company simply hoped to break 
even. They told the Senator 
that the differential in prices 
this year augured ill for grow- 
ers. Last year, for top quality 
the grower received 30 cents. 
The differential in the four 
grades was two cents. This 
year, the top price is 32 cents 
for first quality; but the differ- 
ential between grades is eight 
joens. 

Blank told the Senator

Last fiscal year, which ended 
July 30, 1952, the cattle market 
Sold 20,951 head of cattle for a 
total- of $2,677,986 — almost 
double the number of cattle sold 
by the market in the 1950-51 
year, when 11,626 head went for 
a total of $1,636,345. 

The Glades Livestock Market 
Association started operation 
only three years ago on May 
15, 1949, when it had 30 mem- 
bers. Today, 87 cattlemen are 
included in the association. Dur- 
ing the past year, improvements 
and new construction added to 
the previous facilities have 
brought the fiked assets of the 
associaiion up to a value of more 
tham $99,000. 

Th improvements include 85 
Dew pens, a feed storage room, 
and a dwelling on the premises. 

Located on a 15-acre tract 
north of Belle Glade on SR 15, 
the market has about 8 acres in 
Pangola grass pasture. Since the 
market opened, over 800 sellers 
have patronized it. The market 
functions every Monday after- 
noon, and about half the cattle 
sold usually go for slaughter, 
with all major slaughter houses 
represented.
